Louisville,Ky.,Nov.20.-All differ- 
ences between Burley tobacco grow- 
ers of Kentucky and the American 
Tobacco Company were purged away 
by representatives of both powers 
yesterday afternoon when the pur- 
chase of 75 per cent, of the Burley 
tobacco crops in the Kentucky poo! 
was effected by the trust at a con- 
ference held at the Louisville Hotei. 
This means the passing of about 7;",- 
000,000 pounds of Burley tobacco in- 
to the hands of the manufacturer, 
of which 12,000.000 is 1906 and 63,- 
000,000 of the 1907 crop, and about 
$12,000,000 in money from the man- 
ufacturer to planter. The session, 
at which the deal was finally closed, 
began at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, 
and at 3:45 o'clock, after nearly two 
hours of careful fencing, the settle- 
ment was ratified by the affixing of 
the signatures of Clarence LeBus 
and R. K. Smith to the peace proto- 
col. 

Promptly at 4:05 o'clock, after the 
result of the discussion had been 
awaited anxiously since early morn- 
ing, a written statement came front 
the council chamber, as follows: 

"The American Tobacco Company 
has bought 75 per cent, of the 1906 
pooled tobacco at scheduled prices 
and 75 per cent, of the 1907 pooled 
tobacco at graded prices to average 
17 cents round.

She was 
fht to sing, to piny the piano, to 
it on canvas and china and to speak 
French with the fluency of her native 
tongue. 

It was this thorough mastery of the 
French language which won for Mrs. 
Astor a cordial welcome from the most 
aristocratic circles of the Faubourg 
St. Germain, a welcome never ac 
corded, so social historians assert, to 
any other American woman. 

Mrs. Astor did not achieve nodal 
leadership abruptly, 
quiet, unostentatious progress. With 
consummate skill as early as 1875 she 
had brought society to a realizing 
sense of her authority. From that 
time to the end of her life the smile 
or frown of Mrs. William Astor was

■ young woman, established her nc 
social dynasty with unquestioned pc 
er. It Is said that, with the aid of the 
late Ward McAllister, Mrs. Astor pre- 
pared the world famous list of socle 
ty's Four Hundred. 

It was by system that Mrs. Astor 
maintained het leadership. Every 
year of her life for nearly half a ten 
fury she duplicated almost exactly the 
details of its predecessor. She gave 
her annual ball on or about the same 
date and opened the Newport season 
with the same regularity. 

She arose at the same hour, year 
nfter year, followed the same careful 
mode of living, seldom departing In 
anything from fixed routine, and al- 
ways retired at 11 p. m. While her 
guests were banqueted with great lib- 
erality, Mrs. Astor breakfasted on 
toast and tea and dined on simple 
food. It is said that she had not eaten 
a course dinner In the last twenty 
years of her life. 

Mrs. Astor never ranked among the 
beautiful women In society, but her 
manner was that of the grande dame 
It has been said of her that this man- 
ner did more to win social pre-emi- 
nence for her than did all the millions 
of her husband. There was nothing of 
affectation In It. Time wrought no 
change. Tho Mrs. Astor of twenty- 
four years ago was the Mrs. Astor of 
recent years, dignified and unbending. 
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varied. She never danced, although 
her great ballroom was annually open- 
ed In welcome to the social elect. 

Mrs. Astor dressed suuiptnoiiMy and 
btazed with Jewels morning, noon and 
•mjdit. Her "street ffQWM were of 
SSPnilcloth and her> evcini; 
of velvet and brocade. Royal purple 
nnd deep green were her favorite col- 
ors. Her love of green was reflected 
In her collection of emeralds, admitted 
ly the finest In this country and estl 
mated ut $1,000,000. 

Mrs. Astor lias worn her emeritd* 
frequently at the opera and at film-- 
lions In her own home. They hiive 
been the envy of rich women through 
- out the world. The collection Includes 
a iiKirvehms necklace of emeralds and 
diamonds, a tnll collar thickly studded 
wlttl the gems, of immense size, nnd 
emerald ornaments for the heud. 
I ne run record or spieiimri enterrnin 
^ments In which Mrs. Aster bus figured 
lostess would far exceed the limits 
of newspaper space.

The story is that one of Europe's 
proudest rulers ordered the set and 
then balked at the price. 

Mrs. Astor had certain prejudice 
which she cherished to the end of tit 
days. She had a horror of being phi 
tographed. and the only picture of her 
In existence Is the orthodox one paint- 
ed by Cnrolus Duran many years ago. 
She never attended a wedding in day- 
time for fear of being photographed 
and never went out in Newport with- 
out wearing a heavy veil. For the 
same reason she shunned the horse 
show. She appeared at that function 
only once— five years ago for half an 
hour in the afternoon— with a grand- 
daughter, Miss Helen Roosevelt, now 
Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt Robinson. 
The occasion was that of the young 
woman's first winter In society. 

Mrs. Astor kept in touch with the 
topics of the times and was well read 
and highly cultured.

Her chief characteristic" were a gra 
clous kludllness, a rare social discrlmi 
nation and thorough self restraint. 
She never lost her temper and pre 
served complete self control even In 
the most trying situations. When 
scandals were told her she generally 
deprecated them, wns loath to express 
an opinion, and when curious or In- 
trusive people tried to get her to range 
herself on one side or another of some 
social question she generally heard 
them out without comment and then 
changed the subject. 

Even ber enemles-for, like all lead- 
ers, she had some-admlt that she was 
slgularly free from affectations and 
small prides. In the street she was 
always heavily veiled In the effort not 
to attract attention. When Mrs. Astor 
drove It was either In a closed 
riage or a hired cab. She never rode 
In an automobile but once, and then 
announced. "This is the last time." 
She kept her word. 

Even in the last few years of hei 
life, when the increasing Infirmities o 
advancing age rendered this a son 
burden, Mrs. Astor until quite recently 
did not relax in the discharge of her 
social duties. Her life was regulated 
by Inflexible laws. She arrived in New 
York the first week In October from 
Newport. 
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town they were asked. 

On the first Monday In January Mrs. 
Astor gave her annual ball, which was 
the one great social event of the year 
in Now York society. On that even- 
ing tho Astor box ut the opera remain- 
ed unoccupied, though the guests did 
not assemble in Hie Astor ballroom 
until after the performance. Mrs. As- 
tor was very loyal to her friends, and 
at ber ball were seen all (lie rcpresenl- 
ativee of the fashionable set of older 
New York, even if they were bidden 
nownere else.
